CASH GIFT 

Donation helps pay 
for charity’s new 
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Firm’s air base move 
is grounded by MoD 


DEFENCE chiefs have 
blocked plans to relocate 
one of Cambridge’s big¬ 
gest employers to RAF 
Mildenhall. 

Marshall was set to move its 
aerospace division to the air 
base - freeing up land for a 
12,000-home development on 
the eastern edge of Cam¬ 
bridge on the site of the city’s 
airport. 

But the Ministry of Defence has 
announced the proposed move is 
off after it was unable to overcome 
“legal, financial and commercial” 
problems.

Aerospace, was disappointed the 
move broke down. 

“We have put a great deal of eff¬ 
ort into looking at RAF Mildenhall 
at a very significant cost,” he said. 

“We still believe relocation to 
RAF Mildenhall is a good option 
for the vast majority of stake¬ 
holders. We would still be keen to 
develop the relocation plans if 
there is a change in circumstances. 
It means we will need to revisit 
other options for the aerospace 
business. However, Marshall 
Aerospace is looking with great 
energy to continue the operations 
which are going on presently” 

The firm will now revive plans to 


relocate to other nearby air bases, 
such as RAF Wyton and RAF 
Alconbury, although the latter is 
now being considered as a site for 
thousands of new houses. 

The MoD announcement has 
derailed the Cambridge East Area 
Action Plan, which requires the 
Marshall-owned Cambridge Air¬ 
port for its ambitious home- 
building project. 

The scheme was given the go- 
ahead by a Government inspector 
in December and is a key part of 
plans to build an extra 47,500 
homes in Cambridgeshire by 2016. 

Alex Plant, chief executive of 
Cambridgeshire Horizons, said: 
“There are other relocation sites 
under consideration and we will 
now work closely with our local 
authority partners, the Govern¬ 


ment, and Marshall as a matter of 
urgency to progress this complex, 
but exciting project.” 

David Olney, chief operating 
officer of Defence Estates said: 
“Relocation adjacent to RAF 
Mildenhall with use of its runway 
facilities was always a complex 
option with unique issues, and all 
parties involved, including the 
USAR have worked closely to try to 
achieve its delivery” 

There was also disappointment 
from Forest Heath District Council, 
which was keen to attract the 
aerospace firm to the area. 

A spokesman said: “It remains 
our belief that a move to Forest 
Heath and Mildenhall by Marshall 
Aerospace will benefit both the 
district and the company and we 
will do our best to make it 
happen.”

Science trial 
for students 


Tvvo rescue woman 
from freezing ditch

TWO heroes on a test 
drive saved a 
woman’s life after 
her car crashed into 
a freezing water- 
filled ditch. 

David Savidge, 46, and 
Michal Gmaj, 30, who 
both live in Cambridge, 
were travelling along 
Brinkley Road, near 
Newmarket, at around 
9am last Friday when 
they realised there was an 
incident ahead. 

Mr Savidge, a vehicle 
quality controller, and Mr 
Gmaj, a van technician, 
work for Marshall Motor 
Group, based in the city’s 
Newmarket Road, and 
were on a test drive at the 
time. 

Mr Savidge said: “We 
came over the hill and 
noticed a load of cars on

the road and people 
walking around. 

“A chap came over and 
told us it was best to turn 
around as there was a car 
in the ditch and someone 
still stuck in there.” 

Mr Savidge said most 
people drove off once they 
realised the emergency 
services had been called. 

He said: “We went over 
there and saw that a lady 
was stuck in her car, 
which was upside down 
in a ditch. 

“Her head was in the 
water and the water was 
rising as the snow and ice 
was melting. It was a race 
against time to get her 
out.” 

The pair tried to open 


the windows and doors of 
the blue Vauxhall Corsa 
but they were jammed, so 
they decided to break the 
back window in order to 
reach the parcel shelf. 

They flattened out the 
rear seats and wound the 
driver’s seat upwards so 
the woman’s head was 
brought clear of the 
water. 

Mr Savidge said: “We 
got her seatbelt off and 
managed to get her out of 
the car just as the emer¬ 
gency services arrived. 

“She had lost feeling in 
her legs so she was 
having trouble walking. I 
think she was pretty 
scared and very, very 
cold.” 

Mr Savidge said: “We 
were very relieved. The 
weather conditions were 
terrible and we did what 


we thought was necessary. 
We didn't hang around.” 

Dr Christopher Walkin- 
shaw, business develop¬ 
ment director at Marshall 
Motor Group, said: “We 
are very proud of them. It 
was a great act of 
chivalry 

“While other people 
stood around, they put 
themselves into a certain 
element of danger - albeit 
they knew what they were 
doing - to rescue the lady. 

“I think it was a great 
thing for them to do.” 

A spokeswoman from 
the East of England 
Ambulance Trust said the 
woman received only 
minor injuries and was 
taken home by ambu¬ 
lance. 

Police and fire services 
also attended the scene. 


YOUNG chemists 
found out about the 
science behind drug 
testing in sport.

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Teenage arsonist locked up 
for fire at St Felix school 


THE teenage arsonist who set 
fire to St Felix Middle School 
in Newmarket has been locked 
up. 

Daniel Mitson, 15, started the blaze 
which swept through the Fordham 
Road school on August 5 last year 
causing £5 million damage. 

The school had to be demolished 
and pupils have just returned to 
prefabricated buildings on the site. 

Judge John Devaux, passing 
sentence at Ipswich Crown Court, 
ordered that Mitson, of Silverley Way 
Ashley, should be the subject of an 18- 
month detention and training order. 

The judge agreed to lift a ban on 
identifying Mitson in the media after 
representations were made by the

Weekly News and another newspaper. 

He said he took into account 
Mitson’s previous criminal record, 
which included an appearance before 
a youth court for shoplifting, criminal 
damage and breaching an anti-social 
behaviour order just six days before 
he started the fire, as well as 
publication’s deterrent effect. 

“It appears that repeated court 
appearances have taught you 
nothing,” the judge told Mitson. 

“This is a very serious case. You 
contributed to the complete des¬ 
truction of the school by fire, 
disrupting for some time the lives of 


the staff and pupils.” 

He said Mitson would have to serve 
half of his sentence in detention with 
the rest of the 18 months under 
supervision. 

He said Mitson had made a 
“determined attempt” to break into 
the school during the summer holiday 
A fire officer reported that two small 
fist-size rocks were found inside 
classroom number nine where the fire 
had been started. The fire report 
showed that it would have taken some 
effort to break the glass in the window 
which had a laminate film on the 
glass. 

The court heard that it has cost £1.5 
million to provide temporary 
classrooms for the school. 

Tony Bavington, the school’s head, 


said in a victim statement read in 
court, that an ex-pupil had told him 
that the fire had “stolen my 
childhood”. 

Mr Bavington said, with the school 
facing closure as part of a county 
council education shake-up: “It could 
be said that those responsible [for the 
fire] have stolen our future as well as 
our past.” 

Julian Christopher, defence barr¬ 
ister, said Mitson had not intended to 
burn down the school. He said the 
destruction was an “unforeseen 
consequence” of a “prank that went 
wrong”. He said Mitson had just 
wanted to set off the fire alarms. 

The court heard that Mitson’s 
family intended to move away from 
the Newmarket area.

New toilets to be modified 


NEW public toilets are to 
be modified less than two 
years after they were 
opened at a cost of 
£338,000. 

The toilets outside 
Newmarket’s Guineas 
shopping centre were 
criticised by people with 
disabilities almost as 
soon as they opened in 
July, 2007, because the 
disabled loos are inside 
the ladies and gents. 

People with disabilities 
and their carers com¬ 
plained that they were 


embarrassed to go into 
the toilets for the 
opposite sex. 

In response Forest 
Heath District Council 
put up screens inside the 
toilets. 

But now the council is 
spending about £8,000 on 
providing a direct entry 
to the disabled toilet in 
the gents using the radar 
key system. 

A council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “This improve¬ 
ment is a relatively low 
cost solution to an issue 


that has been voiced by 
some disabled people.” 

The work is due to 
start on Monday and is 
likely to take three 
weeks. 

The main toilets will 
remain open while the 
work is carried out. 

But the gents disabled 
toilet will be closed for 
two weeks from March 2. 
In the meantime the 
council will reopen the 
previously closed dis¬ 
abled toilet in the nearby 
outer wall of the centre. 


Cl in TV programme 

A COMPANY that was once Newmarket’s 
largest employer will be featured in a 
television programme charting the rise 
in popularity of caravans in the 1960s. 

Cl, Caravans International, was one of 
the biggest manufacturers at the height 
of the boom although the business closed 
completely about 20 years ago after going 
through a number of changes of 
ownership. 

Fiona Alper, whose late husband Sam 
Alper was the company’s founder, was 
interviewed for the BBC4 programme 
Caravans-A British Love Affair which is 
to be screened on Wednesday, February 
25, at 9pm. Mr Alper, who died in 2002 
aged 78, later bought Chilford Hall, near 
Linton, where Mrs Alper still lives. 
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Final curtain for 
theatre players 


A SCHOOL has been 
accused of putting 
profit before people 
- and forcing a 
youth theatre club 
run on its premises 
to close. 

Bikeshed Youth 
Theatre has shut down 
after 16 years of oper¬ 
ating at Bottisham 
Village College, with 
organisers blaming a 
“spreadsheet mental¬ 
ity” for a 400 per cent 
hike in charges for 
hiring the school hall 
for drama, music and 
dance rehearsals. 

This is the latest 
controversy to hit the 
school in recent weeks, 
following rows about a 
uniform crackdown and 
accusations of bullying 
staff.

A statement on the 
club’s website said: “A 
culture of help and 
support was replaced 
with ‘business models’ 
and ‘layers of manage¬ 
ment’. 

“Bikeshed became 
another statistic in this 
new ‘profit before 
people’ environment. 

“This placed a heavy 
strain on the Bikeshed 
finances. We have will¬ 
ingly used our own 
money to help Bikeshed 
meet its running costs 
over the years but 
unfortunately, with 
these recent increasing 
bills we now have no 
alternative but to close 
Bikeshed Youth Theatre 


with immediate effect. 

“A local youth facility 
of this nature is needed. 
It is great shame it has 
become a casualty of 
the spreadsheet mental¬ 
ity in the village coll¬ 
ege.” 

Bob Newman, who 
ran the 40-strong club, 
said the cost of hiring 
the hall for 13 hours had 
gone up from £150 to 
£625. 

Headteacher Kate 
Evans said the school 
offered subsidised hire 
rates to the group, but 
did not receive enough 
funding to help it out 
further. 

She offered the help of 
staff to secure grants to 
keep the group going. 
She added that a meet¬ 
ing to discuss the 
group’s future had been 
arranged. She said: “We 


continue to be comm¬ 
itted to working in part¬ 
nership with the Bike¬ 
shed Youth Theatre 
group.” 

In November, the 
school suspended 10 
students who protested 
against a uniform 
crackdown. The school 
was criticised by more 
than 200 people who 
signed an online 
petition protesting at 
the school’s “harsh” and 
“unreasonable” 
disciplinary action. 

The principal and 
governors have also 
been accused of bully¬ 
ing “vulnerable” long- 
serving teacher Andrew 
Lloyd, who later died 
from cancer. 

An employment trib¬ 
unal into the matter is 
expected to resume later 
this year.

Charity sets up new farm shop 


A BUILDING society’s 
donation has helped pay 
for a new farm shop and 
classroom for a charity. 
The Norwich and 
Peterborough Building 
Society gave £12,000 to 
Swaffham Bulbeck-based 
charity Red2Green for the 
shop at its 
Red2Greenhouse 
horticultural project on the 
Bottisham Village College 
site. 

The project provides work 
and educational 
opportunities to adults 
with learning disabilities 
as well as students at the 
college. 

The new shop area has 
been built to enable the

New job for 
schools chief 

THE council chief behind 
the controversial 
reorganisation of schools 
has got a new job. 

Rosalind Turner, Suffolk 
County Council’s director 
for children and young 

people, has 
been 

appointed 
to the same 
post with 
Kent 
County 
Council, 
England’s 
largest. 

She has 
worked for 
Suffolk since March 2005. 
She has been a key figure in 
the reorganisation of 
education across Suffolk 
which involves the closure 
of middle schools, 
including those in the 
Haverhill and Newmarket 
areas, as part of a switch to 
a two-tier education system. 
She said: “I am proud of 
what we have achieved in 
Suffolk.” 

Belt up bid 

MOTORISTS who do not 
wear seat belts are being 
targeted in a police 
campaign. 

Suffolk police started a 
week of “high visibility” 
patrols on Monday. 

Drivers and passengers 
travelling without putting 
their seat belts on face a 
fixed penalty fine or a court 
summons. 

Police were also checking 
that children are using the 
appropriate restraints and 
seats. 

A campaign between 
September and the end of 
December last year resulted 
in 1,711 motorists being 
caught breaking the seat 
belt laws. 

Chief Insp Mike Bacon, 
from Suffolk’s roads 
policing unit, said: “I do 
find it difficult to 
understand why people 
don’t wear their seatbelt. 

It’s a simple and quick task 
and yet people continue to 
risk their lives and the lives 
of others by not wearing 
them.” 

Grants on offer 

NEW cash grants are being 
offered by Forest Heath 
District Council to help 
develop community 
projects. 

Up to £250 is available for 
small schemes and up to 
£3,000 for the larger 
schemes in the district, 
which includes Newmarket 
and Mildenhall. 

Cllr Steve Edwards, who 
chairs the district council’s 
grants committee, said: “I 
am delighted that the 
scheme now includes 
smaller projects and I hope 
it will enhance, and 
increase, community 
activity.”

Let unitary authorities handle everything 


Sir, I read recently that there are proposals 
afoot to set up “joint waste authorities” to 
take over responsibility for rubbish collection 
and disposal from district councils. 

Yet more mini quangos no doubt increasing, 
yet again, the number of public sector 
employees which have proliferated under 
the present Government. 

I am beginning to wonder exactly what 
district councils now do and can well 
understand why the Government wishes to 
replace them with unitary authorities to 
handle the lot. 

They have long since contracted out rubbish 


collection and most of them have disposed 
of their housing stocks to various bodies. 
Many leisure services are hived off to private 
concerns and some have joint arrangements 
with other authorities on financial matters. 
One responsibility they have clung onto is 
planning and what a “bull’s foot” they make 
of that at times. 

My local authority at various times has failed 
to respond to planning applications within 
the statutory time limit, therefore allowing 
the application to go ahead by default. 

On others they arrive at decisions that 
frustrate or baffle.

Above all they seldom seem to create the 
feeling that they are working with the 
applicant, rather the contrary.

Horse park plans 
met by opposition

PLANS to est¬ 
ablish a multi¬ 
million pound 
horse park are 
being opposed 
by racehorse 
trainers and 
breeders. 

They are wor¬ 
ried that the park, 
planned for 100 
acres of land on 
the edge of New¬ 
market, will in¬ 
crease traffic prob¬ 
lems, the risk of 
disease in the 
town’s thousands 
of thoroughbred 
racehorses and 
pollute a water 
source. 

They have also 
dismissed a claim 
that the project 
has official back¬ 
ing as a training 
camp for eques¬ 
trian teams taking 
part in the London 
2012 Olympics. 

But councillors 
indicate they may 
support the park 
although they are 
opposed to plans to 
include a hotel and 


a business park in 
the scheme. 

The proposal is 
supported by the 
Marquess of Staff¬ 
ord, whose father, 
the Duke of Suth¬ 
erland, owns the 
land earmarked 
for the horse park. 

It is part of the 
Duke’s Stetch- 
worth estate and is 
next to Newmar¬ 
ket Equine Hos¬ 
pital, described as 
the best horse 
hospital in Europe, 
which opened last 
year. The land lies 
between the Cam¬ 
bridge and London 
roads just off the 
Newmarket stal¬ 
lion roundabout. 

An application 
for outline plan¬ 
ning permission 
has been submit¬ 
ted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council and 
neighbouring For¬ 
est Heath District 
Council has been 


asked to comment. 

Forest Heath’s 
planning commit¬ 
tee heard Michael 
MacSwiney a dir¬ 
ector of Stetch- 
worth Equine, the 
firm behind the 
project, say they 
were surprised by 
the “barrage of 
opposition”. 

He said one of 
the aims of the 
scheme was to 
make Newmarket 
the centre for all 
horse-related 
activities - not just 
thoroughbred 
breeding and 
racing. 

“We are seeking 
the support of the 
people of New¬ 
market,” he said. 
“Without the sup¬ 
port of some of 
the major players 
it won’t get off the 
ground.” 

But Susanna 
Sanlon, of Cam¬ 
bridge-based 
planning consult¬ 


ants Barton Will- 
more representing 
stud farms near 
the site, said the 
scheme was oppo¬ 
sed by racehorse 
trainers, stud farm 
owners and the 
Jockey Club. 

She told the 
committee: “Your 
[planning] officer 
rightly identifies 
that the Olympic 
claims of this 
scheme are ten¬ 
uous ... we chall¬ 
enge the claim that 
the proposals are 
Olympic-driven. ’ ’ 

After the meet¬ 
ing Larry Le Ggatt, 
one of the other 


directors of Stetch- 
worth Equine, said 
they were working 
with Locog, the 
Olympics organ¬ 
ising committee. 

“We can talk 
directly with the 
managers of the 
teams,” he said. 
“We believe we can 
be successful or we 
would not be doing 
this.” 

Forest Heath’s 
views will be 
passed to East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
which will decide 
whether to grant 
outline planning 
permission.

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Clot crusade 
fights ‘health 


emergency’

from blood clots has been 
launched in Cambridge. 

Stop the Clot is urging people 
admitted to hospital to ask a doctor 
or nurse for a blood clot risk 
assessment. 

AntiCoagulation Europe, the 
charity behind the campaign says 
around 32,000 people die each year as 
a result of blood clots acquired in 
UK hospitals - more than from 
breast cancer, Aids and road traffic 
collisions combined. 

Eve Knight, its chief executive, 
said: “It really is a public health 
emergency. What the campaign is 
trying to do is save lives.” 

County snooker player Joe Perry 
helped launch the campaign at WT’s 
Snooker Club. 

It will first target the East of 
England and the East Midlands, 
before moving on to the rest of the 
UK. 

Hospitals such as Addenbrooke’s, 
which is committed to giving risk 
assessments, are fully behind it. 

Mrs Knight, who has herself suff¬ 


ered from deep vein thrombosis, a 
blood clot in the leg or thigh, and 
pulmonary embolisms, which occur 
when a clot blocks the supply of 
blood to the lungs, said: “I am lucky I 
am alive. And it’s not just of having 
it and getting over it - you suffer 
from all sorts of problems that can 
disrupt your life.” 

The charity estimates that 301 
lives could be saved in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire each year. 

Mrs Knight said: “One of the most 
important elements of the campaign 
is the pledge for the public to tell at 
least one other person about the risk 
of getting hospital-acquired blood 
clots and what they can do to 
prevent it.”

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Postman jailed 
for cash thefts

A THIEVING post¬ 
man has been jailed 
for plundering cash 
from children’s birth¬ 
day cards. 

Newmarket-based 
postie Kevin Allen stole 
DVDs as well as cash and 
gift vouchers from the 
mail over a period of two 
years, a court heard. 

Allen, 47, was sentenced 
to 36 weeks in prison by 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds last week. 

He admitted three char¬ 
ges at an earlier hearing 
including stealing cash 
and vouchers worth £200 
from up to 100 letters, 
stealing five DVDs and 
stealing £45 from letters. 

Magistrate Meg 
Clibbon told him that a 
jail term was the only opt¬ 
ion because the thefts had 
harmed the public’s confi¬ 
dence in the Royal Mail 
and he had attempted to 
blame other workers. 

“You stole loving greet¬ 
ings contained in cards 
which were never inten¬ 
ded to be shared with post 
office workers,” she said. 

Investigators found 
plastic bags containing 


torn envelopes and 
greetings cards when they 
searched Allen’s home in 
Manderston Road, New¬ 
market, prosecutor Hugh 
Cauthery told the court. 

Mr Cauthery said 
Allen, who had worked as 
a postman for 18 years, 
had quit before “inevit¬ 
able” disciplinary action. 


Jeremy Kendall, the 
defence solicitor, said 
Allen had handed over 
£200 to Royal Mail 
investigators when he 
was eventually caught. 

He said that Allen had 
stolen the money to help 
pay his rent after he got 
himself into financial 
difficulties.

Police to use new 
power to ban yobs 


NEW police powers could 
be used to ban drunken 
yobs from town centres. 

Police in west Suffolk will be 
using a new tactic from tom¬ 
orrow to stop people causing 
trouble around town centre pubs 
and clubs in Newmarket, Haver¬ 
hill and Mildenhall. 

Officers will be using powers 
under Section 27 of the Violent 
Crime Reduction Act 2006 to 
serve a “direction to leave” notice 
on anyone they feel may cause 
alcohol-related violence. 

The move is a “zero tolerance” 
power and no actual offence 
needs to have been committed. 
The person can be banned from a 
venue or even the whole town for 
up to 48 hours, and if they refuse 
to leave the area or return during 
this time they can be arrested. 

Superintendent David Skeving- 
ton, operations manager for 
Suffolk police’s western area, 
said: “I am concerned that the

levels of violence in a public 
place related to alcohol or drug 
consumption have risen in some 
parts of west Suffolk, and whilst 
in other areas there has been a 
reduction, this could still be 
improved upon. 

“We have put additional 
officers into hotspot areas, to 
offer reassurance and to issue 
fixed penalty notices to stop 
trouble escalating - but now we 
have another tactic to allow 
officers to get tough on the 
minority of people who behave 
anti-socially and could go on to 
commit violent crime.” 

Inspector Sally Gallant, who is 
responsible for the introduction 
of the scheme, said: “We want to 
use these powers to nip trouble in 
the bud early in the evening. The 
aim is not to spoil people’s night 


out, but if anyone comes to any of 
west Suffolk’s town centres 
intent on causing trouble they 
will be asked to leave and not to 
return for up to 48 hours. 

“Police across the west will be 
using these powers to get rid of 
trouble makers from town 
centres and make them safer for 
law-abiding people.” 

The police also have the power 
to photograph anyone issued 
with a Section 27 notice. 

Cllr Chris Turner, Newmar¬ 
ket’s mayor, said he was con¬ 
cerned about the civil liberties 
aspect of the move. 

But he added: “I can see why 
the police are doing it. There are 
obviously some cases in New¬ 
market where people potentially 
flout the law. Knowing some of 
the police officers in Newmarket, 
I’m sure they would not abuse 
this power and would only use it 
as a last resort.” 


Firefighters called to smouldering chimney 


RESIDENTS are being 
warned to keep their 
chimneys clean and 
prevent soot building 
up.

after fire crews were 
called to a smouldering 
chimney in Fordham. 

Two crews from 
Soham and one from 
Burwell attended The

chimney - even though 
the fire was not lit. 


After discovering a 
build-up of soot in the 
chimney, firefighters 
had to dismantle the 
canopy and clear away 
the smouldering ashes.

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Opponents clap as 
hotel turned down 


A CONTROVERSIAL 
plan to build a budget 
hotel in Newmarket has 
been rejected by coun¬ 
cillors. 

Opponents of the scheme to 
build a Premier Inn at a busy 
road junction applauded from 
the public gallery when 
members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee voted to refuse to 
grant permission. 

The committee turned down 
the application by developers 
Reef Estates against the 
advice of their planning 
officers who insisted that the 
scheme was acceptable - even 
though it had no dedicated car 
park for guests and staff. 

Reef wants to redevelop the 
Technical Institute site, 
opposite the town’s Waitrose 
store at the junction of Fred 
Archer Way, Fordham Road 
and Exeter Road. 

It already has planning 
permission for a development 
of flats and restaurants on the

land. But the company 
switched its plans to a 75-room 
hotel after the housing market 
downturn. 

Piers Slater, managing 
director of Reef, told the 
committee that the scheme 
represented a £10 million 
investment and would provide 
60 jobs. 

“This will be an iconic 
development which will 
enhance tourism in New¬ 
market,” he said. 

But leading racehorse 
trainer John Gosden spoke 
against the scheme on behalf 
of all the trainers in the town 
and called for “common 
sense” to prevail. 

He told the committee 
trainers were worried about 
traffic congestion in the town 
at present and the hotel would 
only make matters worse. 

He said Newmarket was 
already “gridlocked” early in 


the morning when around 
1,000 horses needed to cross 
nearby roads on their way to 
the gallops. 

Cllr Andy Drummond said: 
“I don’t think the town is 
behind this scheme. I don’t 
think it’s in the public’s 
interest.” 

He said he was concerned 
that guests and staff at the 
hotel would be expected to use 
the nearby Guineas multi¬ 
storey car park. 

Cllr Ian Radford said the 
hotel would be “another mon¬ 
strosity opposite the mon¬ 
strosity that is Waitrose”. 

The committee voted to rej¬ 
ect the scheme on the grounds 
that there was no parking 
provided at the proposed hotel 
- apart from a handful of 
spaces. 

They ruled it was “unacc¬ 
eptable” that delivery vehicles 
and guests would have to park 
in the road.

MP delivers 


protest 

A CAMPAIGN calling 
for more consideration 
to be given to 
alternative plans for a 
council reorganisation 
have been handed in to 
a Government official. 
Richard Spring, MP for 
the Newmarket, 

Mildenhall and Haverhill 
areas, handed in 200 
postcards to Steve 
Evison, an official at the 
Department of 
Communities and 
Local Government. 

It is part of a campaign 
by Forest Heath District 
Council, St 

Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Waveney 
District Council to have 
their proposals for a 
Suffolk-wide council 
shake-up to be 
considered. 

Last week Hazel 
Blears, the Secretary of 
State for Communities 
and Local Government, 
announced that 
recommendations for 
the changes had been 
delayed until July. 

The councils have been 
pressing for their 
proposals for three new 


cards 

unitary councils - one 
for west Suffolk, one for 
the east and one for the 
Ipswich and Felixstowe 
areas-to be 
considered. 

Mr Spring said: “While 
it is right that the 
Boundary Committee 
should have more time 
to consider the 
implications of unitary 
authorities, it is essen¬ 
tial that the Boundary 
Committee also con¬ 
siders a no-change 
solution. 

‘These postcards show 
the Secretary of State 
how badly the 
Boundary Committee 
has got the Suffolk 
review wrong so far 
and I hope that she will 
instruct the Boundary 
Committee to look 
specifically at an 
Ipswich/East/West 
arrangement, but only if 
the no-change solution 
is rejected.” 

He said the review had 
already cost taxpayers 
nearly £219,000 since 
March of last year.

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Mansion will step 
up security for art

MAJOR work is to be 
carried out improving 
security at an historic 
mansion. 

Councillors have given 
planning approval for the 
project to ensure Palace House, 
Newmarket, which dates from 
King Charles II’s reign in the 
17th century, can be used to 
store works of art worth up to 
£90 million. 

The work is required to 
ensure conservation grade con¬ 
ditions in which to display 
paintings and sculptures from 
the British Sporting Art Trust’s 
collection. 

Many of the works are not on 
public display at present and 
are in storage at the Tate 
gallery in London. But others 
are on show at the trust’s 
Vestey Gallery which is part of 
the National Horseracing Mus¬ 
eum in the town’s High Street. 

The work at Palace House, a 
Grade II* listed building, 
includes installing a chiller 
unit to maintain the correct 
temperature and humidity for 
the works of art.

In addition secondary glaz¬ 
ing will be provided and win¬ 
dows tinted to prevent damage 
to the paintings from sunlight. 

The scheme is part of the 
Home of Horseracing project 
which aims to establish a major 
tourist attraction based on 


neighbouring Palace House 
Stables. 

The National Horseracing 
Museum is due to move into 
the stables while the upper 
floors of Palace House are to 
become an art gallery 

Chris Hunt, from the archi¬ 
tects behind the scheme, told 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
planning committee that the 
works of art would suffer 
damage if the improvements 
were not carried out. 

Palace House is owned by the 
council and houses the town’s 
tourist information centre 
which will remain there when 
the gallery opens. 

A council spokeswoman said 
the cost of the work - which 
includes fitting steel-core 
shutters on the windows and 
steel-core doors - could not be 
revealed. 

She said: “To protect the 
tender process, it would be 
wrong to guess the cost at this 
stage. 

“The Home of Horseracing 
Trust is independently raising 
money to cover the cost of this 
project - which is one of three 
projects planned for the entire 
Palace House site.”

A NEW committee has 
been launched to help 
raise £1 million for a 
Teenage Cancer Trust 
(TCT) unit in 
Cambridge. 

Work on the new unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital is 
due to start in December and 
it will treat cancer patients 
aged 13 to 22 from across 
East Anglia and beyond. 

The TCT’s Suffolk Appeal 
has now been launched to 
support the fundraising 
efforts for the unit.

And the committee has got

£50,000. 

As part of the campaign,

teenagers in Suffolk to set up 
their own fundraising 
events. 

Nella Probert, chair of 
TCT’s Suffolk Appeal 


committee said: “We need to 
raise £1 million to build this 
specialist facility for young 
people in the region. 

“TCT really needs every¬ 
one’s help to reach this 
figure. 

“All donations are hugely 


appreciated, however large 
or small. 

“If every person in East 
Anglia gave just £1 we would 
easily meet our target. TCT 
units aren’t like ordinary 
wards - everything about 
them has been designed to 
give teenagers the very best 
chance of a positive outcome 
and improve survival rates. 

“We want every young 
person in Suffolk, and East 
Anglia as a whole, to have 
that chance.” 

She decided to get 
involved with TCT after 
hearing about the charity’s 
work through her sister-in- 
law, Mercedes Bevan, a 
nurse on the cancer ward at 
Addenbrooke’s.

‘One stop shop’ to be 
created for services 


A COUNCIL office is 
closing on Tuesday for a 
£250,000 refurbishment and 
extension. 

Forest Heath District 
Council’s office in New¬ 
market’s Guineas Centre is 
to be extended into what 
were public toilets next 
door to create a “one stop 
shop” for council services. 

But planning permission 
for the scheme has been 
held up after Cllr Rona 
Burt, the council chairman, 
asked council officials to 
look into the possibility of 
providing space in the new 
office for people waiting for 
buses at the town’s bus 
station. 

The next-door bus station, 
has no indoor waiting areas 
and many passengers 
already use the existing 
office unofficially while 
they wait for a bus. 

Cllr Mrs Burt said: 
“There has been comment 
that Mildenhall has got a 
new bus station but there 
isn’t one in Newmarket.” 

She proposed that plan¬ 


ning permission for the 
work should be held up 
while the possibility of a 
facility for bus passengers 
was considered. 

It is due to be recon¬ 
sidered next month. 

The office revamp follows 
the council’s decision to 
stop taking cash payments 
for council tax. 

But a council spokes¬ 
woman said no staff would 
lose their jobs as a result of 
the changes. 

She said existing staff 
would be retrained for their 
new roles. 

She said the revamped 
office would have accessible 
areas where people could 
talk in private about 
housing and council tax 
benefits. 

There will also be public 
internet access. 

While the work is being 
carried out, council queries 
can be dealt with at the 
tourist information centre 
in Palace House, Palace 
Street.

A great time to buy a used car 


THE price of a used 
car is lower now than 
it has been for a very 
long time. 

This situation offers car 
buyers the chance of a 
lifetime to nab their dream 
motor at an affordable price 
- but, warns the leading 
vehicle information 
organisation HPI, anyone 
thinking about grabbing a 
used car bargain should act 
quickly to benefit from the 
current great deals on offer, 
because they are unlikely to 
last for too much longer. The 
latest HPI Used Car 
Valuations Index reveals 
that used car prices are 
beginning to creep up. 

Martin Keighley, HPI’s 
Used Car Valuations expert 
explains: “Overall, in the 
trade, we are seeing that 
some types of vehicles are 
showing signs of improved 


confidence, with the city, 
supermini and small car 
types leading the charge. We 
are also seeing that some 
luxury and 4x4 petrol 
models are showing signs of 
perking up. For the man on 
the street, this means that 
the value of these cars is on 
the rise, albeit they 
currently still represent an 
extremely attractive buy” 
The HPI Used Car 
Valuations Index saw 
month-on-month residual 
values rise for December to 
January for all 12 and 36 
month old cars. While those 
in the trade will not be 
surprised by this trend, 
which is usual for this time 
of year, knowledgeable 
buyers would be advised not 
to hang around whilst prices 
remain so low 
“Buyers are continuing to 
look for good condition, 
sensible mileage models, but 


demand means the most 
popular vehicles are getting 
thin on the ground.

However, Hoy said it was his first tumble 
in almost 30 keirin races. 

Victoria Pendleton, another gold medallist 
from Beijing, survived a fall to claim victory 
in the women’s sprint. 

The Mildenhall Cycling Club member fell 
in one of her semi-final races but recovered 
to see off France's Carla Sanchez 2-0 in the 
final. 

Pendleton finished fifth in the women’s 
500m time-trial, 0.271sec behind gold 
medallist Lisandra Guerra Rodriguez of 
Cuba.
